ATOMIC DEVELOPMENT 
THIS COUNTRY now has various types 
of atomic weapons, each designed for a dif­ 
ferent military purpose. They range from 
small bombs of a tactical nature for use 
against troops in the field to huge super- 
blockbusters. 
What progress 
has 
been 
made in atomic shells to be fired out of 
guns has not been revealed. 
American atomic experimentation will 
reach a smashing climax next fall when 
the greatest explosion ever contrived by 
man will occur on the Eniwetok proving 
ground in the Pacific.

The militarization of Soviet Russia c o m ­ 
menced after the Battle of Stalingrad and 
was critically aided 
by American 
Lend- 
Lease. which amounted to about SII billion. 
After 1945, Soviet Russia did not demobil­ 
ize its armies, or its war industries, as the 
United States did. 
On the contrary, it entered upon an in­ 
tensification of military preparation, in all 
phases, not only in Russia, but in all the 
satellite countries. 
The result is that it is now estimated that 
Soviet Russia can throw' a force of 225 di­ 
visions into Europe. It is admitted by our 
highest authorities that Soviet Russia’s air 
force is at this moment superior to ours. 
In the field of the atom bomb, we know 
inadequately what 
Russia’s strength 
is. 
That Russia possesses the bomb and is 
stockpiling is accepted. It is assumed that 
the Russian and their German and other 
European asociates are experimenting on 
the hydrogen bomb. 
In the matter of steel production, the fig­ 
ures for Soviet Russia vary, but it might be 
accepted in the neighborhood of about 30 
million tons a year, or about one-third of 
our production. 
Now' we are informed that the Russians 
have built an enormous navy which is, at 
present, regarded a s third to ours, with the 
prospect of bringing it to second place. 
It is a fleet built for an offensive, w'hich 
is natural, since there is no important Rus­ 
sian coastline to defend, except perhaps in 
the Black Sea. which w'e are not likely to 
be able to use. The object of the fleet is ob­ 
viously to attack the coastal cities of Rus­ 
sia’s enemies, 
particularly 
the 
United 
States. 
Not being expert in such matters, I can­ 
not judge the value of superior tonnage to 
a superior number of ships of less ton­ 
nage. nor can I discuss intelligently the ad­ 
vantage of a large number of aircraft car­ 
riers over interceptor ships. 
Nor do I believe that such details are of 
importance 
to 
the non-expert 
layman. 
What does interest all of us is that the Rus­ 
sians possess 375 or more submarines, 
many of them of the snorkel type. Further 
we are being told that the Russians plan to 
build up to I .OOO submarines of the modern 
type. 
The “ U. S. News and World Report’’ de­ 
scribes the most modern improvement of 
submarines as follows: 
“— (I) the snorkel device; (2) the closeci- 
cycle submarine engine, which the Ger­ 
mans had developed b v w ar’s end t<» pro­ 
vide the motor with its own oxygen by 
using hydrogen peroxide, thus making it 
unnecessary for the submarine to come to 
the surface periodically for air, or even to 
expose its snorkel; and (3) the atomic-pow­ 
ered engine, which could give submarines 
unlimited range, high speed and ability to 
stay under water indefinitely.”

Every employer engaged in in 
terstate 
commerce or producing 
goods for shipment in commerce 
should require a certificate of age 
of each school-age youngster he 
hires. Presence of such certificates 
on file will assure the employer of 
knowing each minor s correct age 
and protect him from violation of 
the law. 


The federal wage-hour and child 
labor law prohibits employment of 
"oppressive child labor" 
in com 
merce or production of goods for 
commerce. Also prohibited is ship­ 
ment in commerce of any goods 
produced 
in 
establishments 
in 
which oppressive child labor has 
been employed within 30 days prior 
to removal of the goods 
« • 
• 


B Y "OPPRESSIVE child labor' 
is meant the employment of chil 
dren under the minimum age set 
for various types of work by the 
act or regulations. 


Generally the law permits em­ 
ployment of children 14 to 16 in 
any non-mining and non manufac 
luring occupations which do not in­ 
terfere with their health and well­ 
being and while school is 
not 
in 
aession. 
Children 16 to 18 years of age are 
permitted to work in most occupa­ 
tions, although not in those desig­ 
nated as hazardous. The secretary 
of labor has listed IO such hazard­ 
ous occupations. 
Among Ihese are motor vehicle 
driver and helper, elevator opera­ 
tor and occupations involving oper­ 
ation of power driven woodworking 
and metal working machinery. 
The act exempts children em­ 
ployed in agriculture outside school 
hours, children employed as actors 
or performers, children under 16
